Banking Department 
Deputy Dies at Desk 

J. B. Funsten, in Charge of Mer- 

ion and Counties Banks, 

Stricken Tuesday 

NEW OFFICIAL IN CHARGE 



Frank Glatfclter was installed as 
special deputy of the State Banking 
Department in charge of the affairs 
of the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany and the Counties Title and 
Trust Company, Ardmorc, Wednes- 
day morning, following the sudden 
death at his desk Tuesday afternoon 
of J. B. Funsten, Dr. William D. 
Gordon's representative at the Mer- 
ion Title for nearly a year. 

Mr. Glatfelter also has charge of 
four other closed banks in the Phil- 
adelphia area. Mr. Funsten's death 
will not cause any delay in liquidat- 
ing the affairs of Ardmore's closed 
banks nor in the payment of divi- 
dends, officials of the State Banking 
Department said. 

Mr. Funsten's death, which occur- 
red almost instantly from heart at- 
tack, took place late Tuesday after- 
noon when he was finishing up his 
work for the day at the Counties 
Title. He was placed in charge of 
the Merion Title nearly a year ago 
and took over the affairs of the 
Counties when that bank closed its 
doors last summer. 

On July 2 of this year Mr. Fun- 
sten married Miss Frances Buckley, 
daughter of Mr and Mrs. George A. 
Buckley, of 349 West Lancaster ave- 
nue, Haverford. Mr. and Mrs. Fun- 
sten lived at Penn avenue and Sta- 
tion road, Wynncwood. 

Born at Front Royal, Va., in 1890, 
the son of the late Bishop James 
Bowen Funsten, Protestant Episco- 
pal Bishop of Idaho from J 900 un- 
til 1918, Mr. Funsten graduated from 
the University of Virginia shortly 
before the war and served in the 
,iv.u;iv,n un'iis oversells. 

At the conclusion of the war he 
entered the banking business and be- 
fore the end of 1919 was made a Na- 
tional Bank Examiner, asiigned to 
(he New York district. Later he be- 
came vice-president of the National 
Liberties Bank of New York. 

In addition to his wife, he is sur- 
vived by his mother, who lives in 
I'oughkeepsie, N. Y.; a sister, Mrs. 
Roland Child, and three brothers, 
Stanley R. Funsten, of Rosemont; Dr. 
Itobert Lee Funsten, of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, and William Fun- 
fiten, of Pasadena, Calif. 

Funeral services were held yester- 
day morning from St. James Protes- 
tant. Episcopal Church, Richmond, 
Va., with interment in that city.

School Board Meets 

The regular meeting of the Nar- 
berth School Board was held last Fri- 
day evening at the school with all 
members present. 



How Narberth became a Borough 
and some incidents in its history, to- 
gether with a historical sketch of thi 
development of the Borough as a 
form of government was discussed by 
Burgess Henry A. Frye in a talk be- 
fore the James C. Simpson Men's 
Association of the Narberth Baptist 
Church on Tuesday night. 

Describing a borough as that place 
in Vncrland where self-government, 
first developed, Mr. Frye pointed out 
that it became a State within a State 
and was responsible for the granting 
of rights of government from the 
Crown. The first borough was heard 
of in England in the 13th century, 
he said, while today,* a borough in 
Montgomery County, Norristown, is 
(he largest borough in the world. 

The original boundaries of Nar- 
berth, the speaker said, included that 
section known as Anthwyn Farms. 
Due to the opposition of several own- 
ers of large farms, who objected to 
being taxed to help pay for improve- 
ments in the village, the borough lim- 
its were redrawn, leaving out that 
section. 

In speaking of the Playground, Mr. 
l<'rye cited General W. W. Atterbury's 
unsolicited comment made to the late 
Alexander C. Shand, that "it is the 
finest example of civic pride and civ- 
ic enterprise anywhere on the Penn- 
sylvania System." 

In the course of his talk the Bur- 
gess mentioned several things in Nar- 
bertb's history which are not gener- 
ally known. For example, that the 
Fire House was, until the setting up 
of three voting districts in 1!)21, the 
largest polling place in Montgomery 
County and possibly in the State; 
that the Brick Row was a hideout for 
criminals from Philadelphia; that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad was responsi- 
ble for the borough being located 
where it is, instead of in the vicinity 
of Montgomery avenue and Wynne- 
wood road, where the first settlement 
in this section was made since it was 
on the old Columbia and Philadelphia 
ttailroad; that a hotel was erected in 
1876 on the south side near the sta- 
tion to house 3000 Centennial guests, 
and that it burned down three years 
later; that the Narberth School 
House, built in 1894, cost $15,000. 

At the business meeting of the As- 
sociation, which followed Mr. Frye's 
talk, a Nominating Committee, con- 
sisting of George D. Grow, Maxwell 
Stoughton and Harvey C. Keim, was 
appointed to prepare nominations of* 
officers for presentation at the No- 
vember meeting.

Banking Department 
Deputy Dies at Desk 

J. B. Funsten, in Charge of Mer- 

ion and Counties Banks, 

Stricken Tuesday 

NEW OFFICIAL IN CHARGE 



Frank Glatfclter was installed as 
special deputy of the State Banking 
Department in charge of the affairs 
of the Morion Title and Trust Com- 
pany and the Counties Title and 
Trust Company, Ardmore, Wednes- 
day morning, following the sudden 
deatli at his desk Tuesday afternoon 
of J. B. Funsten, Dr. William D. 
Gordon's representative at the Mer- 
ion Title for nearly a year. 

Mr. Glatfelter also has charge of 
four other closed banks in the Phil- 
adelphia area. Mr. Funsten's death 
will nol cause any delay in liquidat- 
ing the affairs of Ardmore's closed 
hanks nor in the payment of divi- 
dends, officials of the State Banking 
Department said. 

Mr. Funsten's death, which occur- 
red almost instantly from heart at- 
tack, took place late Tuesday after- 
noon when he was finishing up his 
work for the day at the Counties 
Title. He was placed in charge of 
(lie Merion Title nearly a year ago 
and took over the affairs of the 
Counties when that bank closed its 
doors last summer. 

On July 2 of this year Mr. Fun- 
sten married Miss Frances Buckley, 
daughter of Mr and Mrs. George A. 
Buckley, of 349 West Lancaster ave- 
nue, Haverford. Mr. and Mrs. Fun- 
sten lived at Penn avenue and Sta- 
tion road, Wynncwood. 

Born at Front Royal, Va., in 1890, 
the son of the late Bishop James 
Bowen Funsten, Protestant Episco- 
pal Bishop of Idaho from 1900 un- 
til 1918, Mr. Funsten graduated from 
the University of Virginia shortly 
before the war and served in the 
a.iaiiun <Jorp& overseas. 

At the conclusion of the war he 
jntercd the banking business and be- 
fore the end of 1919 was made a Na- 
tional Bank Examiner, asiigned to 
the New York district. Later he be- 
came vice-president of the National 
Liberties Bank of New York. 

In addition to his wife, he is sur- 
vived by his mother, who lives in 
I'oughkeepsie, N. Y.; a sister, Mrs. 
Roland Child, and three brothers, 
.Stanley R. Funsten, of Rosemont; Dr. 
Robert Lee Funsten, of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, and William Fun- 
Kten, of Pasadena, Calif. 

Funeral services were held yester- 
day morning from St. James Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, Richmond, 
Vu., with interment in that city.

School Board Meets 
The regular meeting of the Nar- 
berth School Board was held last Fri- 
day evening at the school with all 
members present. 



How Narberth became a Borough 
and some incidents in its history, to- 
gether with a historical sketch of tin 
development of the Borough as a 
form of government was discussed by 
Burgess Henry A. Frye in a talk be- 
fore the James C. Simpson Men's 
Association of the Narberth Baptist 
Church on Tuesday night. 

Describing a borough as that place 
in '•'i gland when' self-government 
first developed, Mr. Frye pointed out 
that it became a State within a State 
and was responsible for the granting 
of rights of government from the 
Crown. The first borough was hoard 
of in England in the 13th century, 
he said, while today,* a borough in 
Montgomery County, Norristown, is 
the largest borough in the world. 

The original boundaries of Nar- 
berth, the speaker said, included that 
section known as Anthwyn Farms. 
Due to the opposition of several own- 
ers of large farms, who objected to 
being taxed to help pay for improve- 
ments in the village, the borough lim- 
its were redrawn, leaving out that 
section. 

In speaking of the Playground, Mr. 
Frye cited General W. W. Atterbury's 
unsolicited comment made to the late 
Alexander C. Shand, that "it is the 
finest example of civic pride and civ- 
ic enterprise anywhere on the Penn- 
sylvania System." 

In the course of his talk the Bur- 
gess mentioned several things in Nar- 
berth \s history which are not gener- 
ally known. For example, that the 
Fire House was, until the setting up 
of three voting districts in 1924, the 
la""est polling place in Montgomery 
County and possibly in the State; 
that the Brick Row was a hideout for 
criminals from Philadelphia; that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad was responsi- 
ble for the borough being located 
where it is, instead of in the vicinity 
of Montgomery avenue and Wynne- 
wood road, where the first settlement 
in this section was made since it was 
on the old Columbia and Philadelphia 
Railroad; that a hotel was erected in 
187G on the south side near the sta- 
tion to house 3000 Centennial guests, 
and that it burned down three years 
later; that the Narberth School 
House, built in 1894, cost $15,000. 

At the business meeting of the As- 
sociation, which followed Mr. Frye's 
talk, a Nominating Committee, con- 
sisting of George D. Grow, Maxwell 
Stoughton and Harvey C. Keim, was 
appointed to prepare nominations of 
officers for presentation at the No- 
vember meeting.

An audience that filled every scat 
and remained standing in the rear, 
gathered in the Narberth Baptist 
Church last Sunday evening to hear 
Dr. Joseph Fort Newton, who was 
the preacher at the first of this sea- 
son's series of Community services. 
In spite of the pouring rain and chil- 
ly atmosphere, which made it the 
most inclement Sunday evening of the 
season, that service was a great suc- 
cess from every point of view. The 
music, the well-balanced program, the 
preaching and the attendance all com- 
bined to give it distinction and force. 
While the attendance was made up 
predominantly of those Narberth peo- 
ple who have flocked to community 
services in the past, there were, in 
addition, people present from Cyn- 
wyd, Merion and Wynncwood, and at 
the close it was like a reunion of 
old friends who had not seen each 
other in church together in a long 
time. 

Stanley Reiff, the organist, opened 
the service by playing as a prelude 
Tschaikowsky's "Andante Cantabile," 
the delightful, singing quality Of 
which filled in most agreeably for 
those who were seated, the delay made 
necessary by late arrivals and the 
search of the ushers to find places 
for them. After the congregational 
sine'Jng of "C/ime Thou, Almighty 
King," the Rev. Robert E. Keighton, 
the pastor, offered an invocation and 
read as the Scripture lesson the par- 
able of the Good Samaritan. The 
choir sang "Fierce Was the Wild Bil- 
low," by Noble, followed by the of- 
fertory, which, judging by the ap- 
pearance of the plates as the ushers 
ca'-ried them up the aisle, t.t..: ;i '• ._• 
eral one. 

Dr. Newton's sermon was unques- 
tionably one of the most remarkable 
in thought, force and conviction which 
has ever been delivered in Narberth. 
No attempt will be made here to sum- 
marize it, but it is possible to indi- 
cate that it held that large audience 
spell-bound. People listened with 
wrapt attention and in complete si- 
lence. Even the habitual church- 
coughers were quiet. Added to the 
persuasiveness of Dr. Newton's 
thought, the clarity and beauty of 
the language which he selected to pre- 
sent some of the simplest and most 
fundamental principles of a religious 
life, was the power and the magnet- 
ism of his personality. He spoke per- 
suasively, as has been said, but also 
with earnest conviction and belief 
and with a touch of authority. 

In his introductory remarks he 
spoke of himself as being a near 
neighbor of Narberth, of his inter- 
est in this vicinity, and of the satis- 
faction which it gave him to go from 
place to place and to address a com- 
muity service. Quoting from Robert 
Frost, "Something there is which 
does not love a wall," he expressed 
his own gratification that the walls 
which shut in various religious groups 
are crumbling and said, in beautiful

Last February we mentioned a suet 
log, for the birds, in our columns. 
This might be a good time to review 
the subject. The log is better made 
of hickory or dogwood, as they are 
rough and offer foothold for the birds 
while picking the suet; smoth logs 
are useless. About two feet long is 
a good size, a strong screw-eye in 
the top will hold a heavy wire, with 
a hook at each end to loop over a 
low tree branch. About four inches 
in diameter the log should be, holes 
are drilled at a downward angle, and 
may be three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter, as many as the log will 
hold. Pack the holes with suet, hang 
the log from a tree, and watch for 
the woodpecker^ and nut hatches; 
you may find them clinging "down- 
side-up," but that's the way they work 
— and that's why the holes are drilled 
at a downward angle. And once the 
suet log is hung, see to it that it is 
kept filled; these birds more than 
pay their toll by keeping our trees 
free of bark beetles, borers and other 
insects, and will stay with us all win- 
ter if given water and a small ban- 
quet of a change in diet. 
> 

Every garden may be a bird sanc- 
tuary, or at least a pleasant visiting 
place for birds, if we will provide 
water for drinking and bathing — con- 
stantly, food and protection from their 
worst enemy — cats. The water is es- 
sential in winter as well as in sum- 
mer. The food may be provided in 
the form of suet, grains and seed — 



provided that it is placed out of reach 
of squirrels. The planting of berried 
shrubs and trees will offer food and 
nesting places. The broad-leaved 
evergreens, such as rhododendrons 
and laurel, offer nesting sites and pro- 
tection in winter. Our native birds 
may be divided into two classes, as 
to feeding habits, high feeders and 
low feeders. For the high feeders 
a squirrel-proof feeding box is nec- 
essary, a hopper arrangement is pre- 
ferred, as it requires filling less of- 
ten. Sunflower seed and hemp are 
lirst choice with chopped raw pea- 
nuts for desserts; this fare will at- 
tract the nut hatches, cardinal, tit- 
mouse and woodpeckers. For the 
birds that like to feed on the ground 
we find that they prefer finely crack- 
ed corn, millett, rape and hemp. Here 
we find the native sparrows, junco 
and towhee. These birds will pick 
under leaves for their food, whereas 
the English sparrow likes his bread 
crumbs in plain sight. The feeding 
place should be under shrubs or low 
trees, so that the hawks will not see 
what is going on. Water, grains, 
seeds and suet will bring the birds. 
Of course, the suet will be ground 
twice through the meat chopper so 
that it can be conveniently packed 
into the suet log. 
> 
Yes, Mabel! You are right! Dog- 
woods are better moved in spring- 
time. The same applies to magnol- 
ias and birch trees. But there are 
so many shrubs and trees that may 
be moved in November, after the 
leaves fall, that you will be able to 
use up that part of the budget that 
you have allowed for fall planting. 
We are very glad that you like our 
garden column; we agree with you 
that it is one of the best features 
in the paper; it does seem a bit dull 
at times, but there is so much ground 
to cover. No! You can't please all 
of the people all of the time.

The subject of Tariff, for in- 
stance, might afford an illustra- 
tion of the illogical thought which 
has been allowed to have full sway 
with those who ingenuously accept 
what they are told and admit no 
obligation to delve into the actual 
I'acts for themselves. 

Ask the average, dyed-in-the- 
wool Republican voter where the 
Democrats stand on the Tariff 
and you will get "Free Trade" for 
your answer. 

Continue the discussion and you 
will learn that the Republican 
tariff keeps goods from coming in 
from abroad and as a consequence 
we have "good times" in America. 

From this it follows that the 
Democrats are not interested in 
having "good times" in America 
and that they are diabolically con- 
cerned in bringing woe and worry 
to all and sundry.

When Hoover Went Overboard! 

At any rate, Herbert Hoover 
pleaded for that very thing in Oc- 
tober, 1928, before his election, but 
as President he subscribed to the 
direct opposite when he signed the 
infamous Smoot-Hawley Bill, an 
abomination which has been in- 
strumental in destroying huge 
volumes of foreign trade, arraying 
almost every important consuming 
country of the earth against our 
products, and a primary reason 
why tremendous sums of Ameri- 
can capital are now invested in 
European manufacturing plants 
which are supplying millions of 
dollars' worth of goods previously 
drawn from this Country. 

And don't you remember that 
when this outrageous bill was 
signed, the highest rates of all 
limes, you were told that it would 
forthwith restore our domestic in- 
dustries and isn't it within your 
own personal knowledge that ever 
since that memorable approval, in 
1930, our volume of trade has con- 
stantly dwindled and dwindled un- 
til it has reached the lowest ebb 
within the memory of this genera- 
lion? 

You will also remember that 
when the bill had reached Presi- 
dent Hoover, who first said he 
would not sign it, then said he 
would, apparently changing his 
attitude almost daily for two 
weeks, more than a thousand of the 
leading economists of the Country 
urged him to reject it and sub- 
mitted very cogent reasons why he 
should do so, predicting with start- 
ling accuracy the dire results 
which has since come to pass. 

If the present situation is al- 
lowed to go unaltered, if there is 
not a complete change in the view- 
point governing the development 
of home industries and the in- 
crease of foreign trade, the coun- 
try will be confronted, according 
to the most competent and con- 
scientious experts in the nation, 
with a collapse in our whole in- 
dustrial scheme which will be far- 
reaching and vicious in its effects. 
The Truth Shall Make You Free 

To accept meekly and to believe 
supinely everything which you are 
told — to make no effort to study 
the question for yourself — to be 
fooled indefinitely by the "free 
trade" nonsense and to go no 
farther than your nose in explor- 
ing this vitally important feature 
of American life — surely this is 
not your concept of what you owe 
to your country and the aid which 
you, as an individual, can furnish 
in bringing the opportunities of 
the land to their most glorious 
estate. 

Accept what is submitted here 
us only a partisan presentation — 
«<> to impartial sources for your 
facts, apply your own common 
sense to what you find, and then 
support your convictions to the 
full limit of your capabilities. 

That's what makes a good citi- 
zent — and not merely a slave to 
custom nor yet a victim of delu- 
sion and of snare.

The spectre and spectacle of the 
last three years must make all un- 
biased observers agree that panics 
and depressions can occur irre- 
spective of the party in power.

THE LAST 40 YEARS HAS 
10ITHER OCCURRED DURING

SULT OF REPUBLICAN LEGIS-

Radnor places a team upon the field 
each autumn that the Maroon likes 
to play, for they know that the Wayne 
coach and the players are good sports- 
men and that whoever wins, there will 
be no alibis for the loser. 

On the other hand, well — she wore 
a 'glove. 

The Galloping Ghosts come to Low- 
er Merion tomorrow afternoon deter- 
mined to win from the hated Maroon. 
The present scries of games with the 
York Road team started back in 1!)20 
when Bill Powell and the younger 
Stillwagon scored touchdowns to take 
Hie first game of the series, 1:1 to 7. 
Since that year the Abington squad 
has been able to defeat the Maroon 
elevens but three times. In 1!>21 they 
won, 21 to G; in 1S»2T they won, l.'i 
to 0, when Bud Kern was the big gun, 
and again in 1928, when Kern gallop- 
ed sixty yards for one touchdown and 
scored another for good measure.

An interesting thing to note about 
the Abington series is the absence of 
tie games. Only once in the history 
of the schools has there been a tie. 
That was in 1917, when they each 
scored G points.

One- Word Error in Deed 

Necessitates Bill in Equity 

An error of one word in the deed 
conveying a Narberth property in 
1921 is responsible for a Bill in Equi- 
ty in the Montgomery County Court. 

The proceedings are being brought 
by Robert F. and Elizabeth K. Wood, 
of 237 Forest avenue, Narberth, 
through their attorney, W. Russell 
Green, in order to straighten out the 
deed so that the title to their prop- 
erty may be reinsured. 

Following the failure of the Mor- 
ion Title and Trust Company, where 
the deed was insured, negotiations 
were begun to reinsure the deed by 
the Bryn Mawr Trust Company. It 
was then found that an error consist- 
ing of the insertion of the word 
"westerly" instead of "easterly" had 
crept into the original deed, by which 
William D. Smedley conveyed the 
property to Willis N. Mills, the first 
owner, on November. 20, 1921. 

When the property was conveyed 
by Mr. Mills to the Woods the error 
passed unnoticed and doubtless would 
not have come to light had not the 
Merion Title closed its doors. 

Mr. Wood explained that the pro- 
ceedings arc in no sense a law suit 
nor does the action imply ill will 
towards any of the interested parties. 

A hearing is expected to be held by 
the Court on the matter during No- 
vember. 



Football at Lower Merion High 
School is celebrating its thirty-fourth 
birthday this fall, and already two 
of the most ancient and honorable 
enemies of Maroon athletic history 
have been vanquished without so much 
as a dent in the Lower Merion armor. 

First came Cheltenham, a school 
with thirty-one years of continuous 
athletic friendship with the teams 
from Ardmore. They were met at the 
York Road institution's field and de- 
feated, 26 to 0. Last week Lansdowne 
High School came to Pennypacker 
Field, enjoying the longest record of 
continuous football relations with the 
Maroon and White, next to Radnor 
and Cheltenham, and sustained one 
of the worst defeats in the history 
of the school, 32 to 0. Sandwiched 
in between these two ancient and 
honorable opponents was a battle with 
Haverford High School, played at 
South Ardmore, where the Maroon 
won, 12 to 0. 

During the last decade, Lansdowne 
bad managed to win from the local 
team twice, once in 1026, when they 
overcame Miller Brothers and others, 
10 to 7, due to the good work of Full- 
back Bishop, and again in 1928, when 
Norton blocked a punt from the toe 
■ if Reds Kohlhas and scored the 
touchdown that spelled victory, 7 to 
6. 

Those were the only two years that 
Lansdowne had even scored upon the 
minions of Forstburg and Adam, 
while the teams of the two L. M. 
.■ouches had piled up a total of 157 
points. 

The game last week was a repeti- 
tion of the fat years against the 
Borough team. Thirty-two to noth- 
ing represents the worst licking hand- 
ed the neighbors, with one exception, 
in many, many years. Adam's first 
year at Lower Merion, his boys de- 
feated the Lansdowne team 38 to 0. 

Iocavelli, Buck, Talley, O'Keefe 
and Parkinson scored touchdowns in 
the game Saturday, Iocavelli's being 
the most sensational, a 70-yard romp 
through the entire visiting team for 
a score. 

The Maroon team fought valiantly 
all through the first half to be stop- 
ped time and again by a determined 
and well-drilled Landowne eleven. The 
visitors allowed the local boys to wear 
themselves out marching up the field 
and then recovered the ball in their 
own territory and kicked it right back 
down the field for the Maroon lads 
to bring it back again. 

This got very monotonous to the 
Maroon quarterback, who finally de 
.•i<led it was time to change tactics 
with only a moment of the first half 
left unplayed. He switched to an 
aerial offense with the ball on the 
fifty-yard line, and in two long 
heaves, Buck to Talley, the latter 
went over the line for the first touch 
down of the game. The Lansdowne 
learn rushed the ball only FIVE 
times during the entire first half. 

This style of play was a smart 
move on the part of Coach Horner 
(his first year at Lansdowne), for 
bis boys were not equal to going a 
full game against the heavier and 
bigger squad which represents the 
Lower Merion colors. 

During the second half the same 
tactics were employed, but the boys 
from Ardmore kept the ball in their 
possession most of the time, and in 
the Lansdowne territory all of the 
time.
